Prom time to time individuals under physical surveillance have been 
brought to your attention on the basis of their established contacts or on the 
basis of present inactivity, and authorizations have been requested of you and 
granted by you for discontimaance of full time physical surveillances on such 
persons. 

In all instances, hov;ever, except in a veiry fev; vrhere technically 
inuDOssible, technical surveillances have been installed and remain in effect

The investigation to date has generally substantiated the informant’s 
story as to the situation knovm by her to exist in 1944 as far as it can be 
substantiated by personal contacts and activities of the subjects a year later. 
Since investigation subsequent to November 8, 1945 has largely been able to sepa¬ 
rate the lesser figures from those v;ho are more important, the following sugges¬ 
tion is being made as to further investigation in this matter.

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The foUovving infomation is being imported by Special Agoits Thomas 
G* iSpencer and Joseph M* Kelly concerning conversations had ■with Confidenti^ 
mformant GBSGORY from December 7, 1945 to Decaiiber 12, 1945: 


On December 7, 1945, GHEGORY advised that she had received a tele¬ 
phone call and had also seen RAY EISON the; previous day, and according to 
EISON she recently became employed by the't'SEDBRATION FOR CONST XT OTlOFAD LIBER¬ 
TIES at East 42nd Street* EISON did not indicate "what type of work she was 
doing or whether this ^ob was a penoanent one* Infoimant stated that her 
conversation Trilth EISON on these two occasions was primarily of a social na¬ 
ture, and she eijqjects to hear from EISON iH.thin the very near future* 3h 
this telephone conversation GREGORY was desirous of knowing what course she 
and Colonel REYNOLDS should follow in the negotiations with lEM HA^IS and 
T^„BAm relative to the future of the U* S* SERVICE AND SHIPPING CORPORATION. 
She stated that at the meethag planned for 5i00 p»m* December 7th by HARR35, 
BAYER, REYNOLDS and herself, that HARRIS, and BAYER would unquestionably want 
to come to a definite arrangement as to how the business in this corporation 
was to be handled* It was pointed out to her that probably the best course 
of action to take was to advise Colonel REYNOLDS when she met him just prior 
to the meeting that no definite commitments should be made either by herself 
or Colonel REYNOLDS to HARRIS or BAYER. She v/as informed that she should 
attempt to find out what sort of a proposition HARRIS and BAYER had to offer 
and to take this proposition on a tentative basis. 


It was made clear to the informant by the agents that this Bureau 
did not intend to give her any hard and fast instructions relative to the 
future of the business, but after considerable discussion of the whole prob¬ 
lem she volunteered the opinion that if she were going to be able to keep 
cognizant of the activities of the company, and to a lesser extent of the 
activities of BAYER and HARRIS, she would of course best be able to do so by 
retai ning her employment with the company* Inasmuch as she had previOT;isly 
advised the agents that REYNOLDS had requested her to confer with EARL'BROKDER 
and attempt to get some advice fawm him, it v/as mentioned -that she might have 
another conference with BRCTADER for the ostensible purpose of seeking his 
counsel and incidently to leax*n what she could about BRQr.DER*3 attitude towards 
his fomer colleagues in the Party as well as any other relevant information 
he might have* She agreed that she could arrange such a conference with 
BR{r3)ER without jeopardizing her position or arousing undue suspicion. 

GREGORY telephonically comflunicated with Agent Spencer at 9s00 p*m* 
on December 7, 1945 and advised briefly that HARRIS and BAYER had indicated 
a desire to keep the^^ S* SERVICE AND SHIPPim COIQPANI going and to operate 
it together wilhrr^ORLD T0HR3STS, INC. It appeared that HARRIS and BAYER were 
definitely desirous of having REYNOLDS continue as the President of H* S* SERVICE 
AND SHIPPING and having GREGORY more or less in charge of both U. S* SERVICE 
AND SHIPPING and WCSUD TOURISTS, INC* GREGCEI advised, however, that she had 






been quite ill all during December 7th and was enroute to her hotel* She 
advised that in the event she felt better she would be available for inter- 
vleo' the next dayj however, she subsequently advised that she was confined 
to bed with -iflaat appeared to be an attack of flu or grippe and was subsequently 
so confined to her hotel room until. December 12, 1945 when she returned to 
the offices of the U. S* SEEOC5E AND SHIPPING CCSSPANI for several hours during 
ihe morning* 

She was interviewed for approximately one hour aiad one half on the 
afternoon of December 12, 1945* She related that at the meeting idiich took 
place in Colonel HEYN0BD3’ apartment on December 7, 1945j TED BAl^ indicated 
that he was takii^ over the financial duties of the Ccanmunist' Party in Hfew 
York and that IM BABRIS was going to return to the agricultural field of 
the Party and would operate in Pennsylvania and New York but would probably 
have Ti js headquarters in New York City* She indicated that HASRIS- had formerly 
been connected with the Fana Research Bureau, apparently an adjunct of the 
Communist Party, and that he apparently intends to devote most of his tine 
to organizing activities in the agricultural field* She continued lhat on 
the occasion of this meeting, which was the first time she had ever seen or 
met BAW, the latter seemed to treat her with some suspicion and when HAfiRJS 
made the introduction, asking if BAIER knew her, BAIER somewhat sarcastically 
indicated that he knew a lot about her and her past# It was learned from the 
informant that neither BAYER or HARRIS appears to have secured any new Russian 
contact, and it was the informant *8 opinion that they intend to operate the 
business for the purpose of drawing from it as speedily as possible enough 
money to reimburse them for the original ,115,000*00 investment ostensibly 
made by BRCKDEE but v/hich actually appears to have come from Party funds* 

Infonnant further declared that from the trend of the remarks made 
by HARRIS and BAYER at the meeting, it is their apparent intention to effect 
a closer working arrangement between D* S* SERVICE AND SHIPPINC COHP* and 
ViCRED TOURISTS, INC*, which latter concern they propose to make the sole 
receivirg agent. It is noted that beginning with the period during which 
GOIOS operated the WOECD TOURBTS, INC* there were several sub-agencies in 
different cities of the country which solicited and received shipping business 
for the account of WSID TOURBTS, INC* It was not clear to the Otofoiraant 
why u flVBn? and HfiBRK seemed desirous of desi^ating YJOBED TOURISOS, INC* to 
be the sole agentj inasmuch as previously the sub-agents always forwaa?ded 
all papers and records to YJORID TOURISTS, INC* in Hew fork, and further in 
view of REINOnS* expressed desire to have several stib-a^ents for TYCEED 
TCUR33TS, INC* As part of their ajparent intention to bring about a closer 
working arrangement betiveen the^two concerns, BAIER instructed infonnant to 
have an early meeting with EOBELJERDANSKr, President of TjCSID T0URIS5S, INC*, 
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for the purpose of accomplishing IMs end# It was further learned from her 
that during the meeting BAUER requested to see the financial books and records 
of the U. S. SERVICE AND SHIPPING OOHPORATIOK 5 informant eaqylained to him that 
an accountant was presently bringing tl» books up to date and they would not 
be ready for some time, and she cited this request as partial basis for her 
opinion that BATER actually intends to operate the concern on a business basis 
and that he is genuinely interested in kncwjing its present financial position 
and possibilities* Informant was unable to conclude whether REYNOEDS would 
retain his interest, financial and otherwise, in H* S* SERVICE AND SHIPPING 
CORPORATION in view of the intended domination of it by HARRIS and BAXER, but 
was of the opinion that he probably will continue in the same fashion as in 
the past inasmuch as BATER exerts great influence over him* 

She recalled some ftirther information relative to her previous con¬ 
versation with RAT EISQN as noted above* She stated that when she last saw 
EISON she talked over the new deal that was in store for U* S* SERVICE AND 
SHIPPING CORPORATION and TR)RED TOIEBTS, and at that point asked her whether 
she had seen her contact recently* EISON remarked -that she had not seen him 
for some time* She went on to e 3 q)lain that her husband has no loiowiedge of 
her, EISON* s, activities and does not know anything about her meeting her 
Russian contact* GRBGORT then asked her what sort of an explanation she 
would make to her husband in the event her contact called her late some eve¬ 
ning and she had to leave her home and go to some designated meetii^g place, 
and EISON replied that her husband knew of some of her former work on b^alf 
of the Communist Party and that she could always offer the explanation to 
him that it was Party business which necessitated her keeping ary appointment 
which might be made* It was learned from Informant that during her conver^ani 
tion with EISON, the latter ;ttentioned the articles in the “NBS TORK JODRNAI 
AJSERICAN" written by H(X7AI©**fiBSHl!0RB concerning the "Adamson" case^ EISON 
told informant she felt there might be " a germ of truth" in the articles 
but that she thou^t they were exaggerated and did not appear at all alarmed 
by ihem* 

On the occasion of this if^erview, there were displayed to informant 
photographs of ^HUR ADATS, IGNAC5&^CZAK, and EEONARDrCOHEN, known to have 
been a contact ^fTiITCZAK*s, but slie identified none of them, and said they 
did not resemble anyone whom she knew* It is to be noted that informant ^ain 
stated, witti reference to her Russian contact "JACK”, that he had small poo® 
teeth in front and that his eyebrows, brown in color, were unisually heavy* 

GREGORT was questioned as to her knowledge of anyone known as "JCS3C" 
or "KOCH" mentioned in T/ashington Field Office teletype of December 11, 1945, 
but she was unable to identify anyone that she knew by such names. She indicated 
■Oaat the only "JCSI*' she knew v;as JOSEHl-^SISON, husband of RAT ELSON* She was

again questioned concerning any further information she mi^t have concerning 
one who she referred to in her statement of Novemher 30* 1945* She 

recalled that shortly after she met GOXiOS in October of 1938, he informed her 
that »»JAPF0« was living at the Hotel Paris in New York City and he was desirous 
of having someone get in touch with this individual* He suggested that she 
take up residence at the Paris Hotel and attempt to become friendly wii^i «JAFF0« 
so that she could learn what he was doing* She refused to do this and after 
one other attempt on the part of GOICB some months later and her refuse, GOLOS 
made no furttier attempts to have her meet this individual* She recalled that 
GOLOS indicated that “JAEPO" has been a traitor to the working class. She 
stated that her contact "JACK?* also gave her some inforaiation concerning "JAFPO", 
and it aipears that "JAEFC^, according to "JACK**, had been an anti-Soviet agent 
for years, there is some indication that he was associated with PYCHflRD 
—"JACK?* described him as having a definite hatred for the Russians, 

*' but an individual who would sell his services to the hipest bidder* "JACK?* 
accused "JAPPCy* of smuggling diamonds and valuables out of Russia and using 
the proceeds to finance anti-Soviet and Anti—Oommunist garoups in the United 
States* From the information appearing in G^GpjCTls statement and the in- 
fomation noted above, it appears that "JA;^<y* is identical with DAVID PAUL 
'^«411|PF0", the subject of a closed espionage case of the New York OfficeTl^reau 
f&es 100-212142 and 61-6696. 

GSEGQRI*s knowledge of the places of residence that GOLCS occupied 
the tine she knew him is that when she first met GOLOS in October of 
1938, he was residing with Mrs. OAROLIHB-KfEIN at 106 West 13th Street* Ac¬ 
cording to GREGORY, Ifirs. KLEIN was born in Russia and is a Communist Party 
meaber* She did not recall that GOLOS used the address of Mrs* KLEIN for 
scmie of Ms activitiesj it appears, however, that GOIOS indicated to KLEIN 
that he was a Communist and that all his activities took place during the 
he resided there and were in connection with the Cwnmunist Party * Sub¬ 
sequently, sometime in 1939, at the time of the investigation of T^ORID TOURISTS, 
INC*, GOLOS moved from the KLEIN residence in older not to Involve her, and 
subsequently lived in numerous third and fourth class hotels. She can only 
recall the following hotels: LATHRUP, TJQLCOIT, and MADISON* She related, 
however, that no one was supposed to know the names of the hotels where GOLOS 
resided except his Russian contacts and of course herself* 

m connection with GREGORY* s places of residence since she became 
involved in GOLCS* activities, she stated that in October of 1938 ahe resided 
in a roaning house at 562 TJest 113th Street, New York City, and that in Decern*^ 
her of 1938 she moved to 18 Grove Street, Nfew York City where she resided until 
December of 1940 when she moved to 58 Barrow Street, New York City. She re¬ 
mained at tbi s address until Febimary of 1945 at which time she moved to the 
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ST* GEORGE HOTEL and has resided there to date vdth the eacception of several 
months dtiring the summer when she was on vacation* 

On the basis of a partial revie-w of the files in the New York Divi¬ 
sion, it is believed that the HEEPAND or GEEPAND mentioned on pe^es 8 and 9 
of infonnant’s statement dated November 30, 1945^ is identical wi^tti EBON 
-iBEEFAND, with aliases, who is the subject of a pesading Inteznal Security - R, 
/ Custodial Detention file in the New York Office (Bureau Pile 100-139925)* 
Pertinent files are presently being reviewed in an effort to make a positive 
identification of this subject wi-tti the individual described by infoiaaairb*

Confidential Informant HYT 344 ^ whose identity is knovm to the 
Bureau, advls^ that JAMBs|fflB3SlI endeavored to contact MARY PRICE on Decem- 
her 10, 1945, at. 7:25 p.m.^HIBBEN stated that he was in Eew York City for a 
short period and hoped to get in touch with MARY PRICE, EHOCH PRICE, brother 
of MARY PRICE, in his conversation with'HIBBM, confirmed that MARY PRICE is 
presently residing in Oreeneboro, Eorth Carolina', and e:!qpects to return to 
Eew York City about Christmas time* Her plans, however, are indefinite. 



According to a teletype from the Charlotte field Office dated 
December 11, 1945, it was set out that MARY PRICE arrived in Greensboro, 
forth Carolina, in August, 1945,. and is presently residing at 903 Oburtland 
Street, Greensboro; that she is Secretary-Treasurer of the forth Carolina 
Committee of the Southern-Conference for Human Welfare, vath offices at 235 
forth Green Street, Greensboro,: forth Carolina, Her present activities con¬ 
sist in organizing and soliciting membership for the Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare, fo information was availe,ble as to the approximate date upon 
which she Will return to few York City, The Charlotte Office, however, is 
continuing investigation in order that the acti-vities of MEY PRICE might be 
ascertained. 

According to infomation received from fYT 344, BRAfSOIwEIOE, 
55 BarroV Street, is presently active in the few York Chapter of the Southern 
Conference for HumanWelfare, with headquarters in the Murray Hill Hotel, Park 
Avenue, few York City, 

The identity of JAIMES HIBBEf, referred to above, is not known, 
nor is his present few York residence available. In view of the fact, how¬ 
ever, that he might be identical with JAMBS HERBERT HIBBEH, the follovring in¬ 
formation is being set forth: ..— 

A review of the matter entitled "JAMES HERBERT HIBBM, Chief 
of the Chemical Division, United States Tariff Commission; IfTEEHAL SECURITY, 
HATCH ACT", Washington Field origin, more specifically, the report of fecial 
Agent George R, Blair, dated October 15, 1941, at Washington D.C., the fol¬ 
lowing information is obtained: 


. HIBBEH, as of the date of the report , v/as residing at 14 West 
Island Avenue, Chevy Chase, Maryland. On July 17, 1939, he was made Chief 
Of the Chemical Division, of the United States Tariff Commission, and his 
duties were to keep a "feeler" on home production, foreign production, and 
imports in the chemical field in order to determineeiuitablfe tafiff rates. 

As head of his Division, he had supervis(^i>£j&^3aS;6ity over 4*her employees and 
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.had, access, to all 'the 'recor.ds. 

There were allegations set forth thai HIBBSM vas openly Oom- 
munistlc in his sentiments and had e^resa^ sympathy for Soviet Hnssia, It 
was also reported that his "brother,, PAXPOJ^IEBEH,' had performed soolplogi- 
cal wor* in Russia and was hurried in the Kremlin. His sister-in-law, 

. was a writer for the "Nev; Yorker” magazine and, according to 
luBj^ N. was classified as a Trotskyist, which he defined as a Communist 
isho advocated violence and terrorism, HIBBEI‘ s h^teer THOMAS was a^ociated 
with the National Youth Administration, and THOM^|hIBBM’ s wife was alleged 
. to have once incited Negroes to trouble in Montgoii^ry, Alabama. 

It was further alleged that JAMES HIBBEN had performed servi¬ 
ces for the Amtorg Trading Corporation, and that he was influential in secur¬ 
ing men to fill technical positions in Russia. At pne time in the year 1932, 
JAMES HIBBEN e^^ressed the desire that he would like to travel to Soviet 
Russia for the purpose of presenting a true picture of Russia's industrial 
and chemical advanCfflnents. 


According to WARREN HWATSON, Representative, Manufacturing 

Chemists Society, .608 Woodward Building, Washington B.C., there were rumors 
prevalent that HIBBEN was pro-Communistic in his sympathies. WATSON had al¬ 
so heard that when HIBBEN visited the defense plants, he asked for informa- 
t'iofi whidi was outside the scope of his Jurisdiction, end no one ooi:tid eaplain 
vhy he made these demands. It was also thou^t that HIBBEtT had att®npted to 
procure files and reports from the Army-Navy Munitions Board, which files ap¬ 
parently were not necessary for the conduct of HIBBEN*s business, WATSON fur¬ 
ther learned that HIBBEN had tried to obtain confidential data on explosives, 
vdiich data was also apparently outside the scope of HIBBM's jurisdiction in 
the Chemical I^iyision, 


According to.Major W. PjteBRLING, Room 6122, War Department 
Building, V/adiington D.C., HIBBEN was a^uainted with the then Russian Am¬ 
bassador OUMANSEY, Major STERLING ezpressed the opinion that HIBBEN would 
aid Russia all that he could; even to the extent of harming the United Sjates, 
He recalled that there' was. a rule in the Chemical Division that no files con¬ 
taining schedules of production and sales were ever to leave the building, 
but stated that several times HIBBEN had taken, files to his home. He also . 
stated'that HIBBEN was acquainted with a retired Russian Aimy officer. Captain 
. M. N.^GOEOEF. 

A review of the New York' indices reflects, that MRS, PAXTON . >• 
HIBBEN, 7 East 12 Street, was carried on a list of 1941 contacts of the Lean \ 
gue of American Writers, They also reflected that Captain PAXTON HIBBEN-was ’ \ 
a member of the Russian Reconstruction Farms, Inc.; a member of the Leagtie \ 
For Independent Democracy; a member.of.the Communist Friends of Soviet Russia; 
speaker for Russian relief organizationis; Director of the League for Industrial 
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Democracy; and v;as generally eyn^thetic to the Coinmxxnist movement. All of 
the references to Oaptaln PAXTON HEBBBN were dated during the years 1922. 
1923, and 1924.-- 


A review of the New York files reflects that M. N, EGOEOTT, 
referred to ahove as the friend of JAME S HIBBEN . is prohahlynrajeiSti^l"wRh 
HSTISLOV NIOHOLOSl^SOROEP, itdio was "born Aiigust 4, 1894j at. Moscow, Eussia, 
and is an engineer hy profession. It is to he noted that he is not identical 
^rf.th EGEROV, concerning whom considerable investigation was conducted in the 
matter entitled "AMTORG TRADING-CORPORATION; ESPIOMGE - R." N. EGORDEP

1790 Broadvsay, or at her home, 420 West 118 Street, Apartment^ 33, New York 


On December 8, 1945, at 9:45 a.m., MILDRED PRICE entered the 
building at 287 East Eourth Avenue, New York City, which building is known as 
the United Charities Building, She ©aerged therefrom at 4 p.m., accompanied 
by an unidentified woman. This unidentified person proceeded via the New 
York Central Railroad to White Plains, New York, and it was ascertained that 
she resided in a house directly opposite 156 Ralph Avenue, White Plains. Ef¬ 
forts are presently being made to identify this woman. 

According to Confid ent la j. Informant. NYT 3M, MILDRED PRICE 
made plans to attend a meeting of the Southern’Conferehce'^r Human Welfare 
on December 10, 1945, at 130 East 22 Street, New Yoifc Oity^V Her sister, 
BR&NSON RRIOB, formerly employed by the Wage-Hour Administr«\ion, Regional 
Office, New Yoifc City, was apparently in charge of this meetilttg. 

It was also ascertained from NYT 344 that HAROlI^OY, husband 
of MILDRED PRICE, in a conversation.with BEANSDN PRICE, told h^ that he was 
acquainted v;ith and had a personal meeting vdth H, P^AiELNICO (ph), vdio is 
presently residing at the Taft Hotel, New Yoifc City.^v^^ELNIC0 had come to New 

York for the purpose of establishing a labor bureau similar to his Pacific 
Coast Labor Bureau, which carried on activities as negotiators for unions dur- 
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ing labor difficulties. COT stated that about 22 years ago he had d< 
bitration work with MELFICO, and that he, I'lEMICO, was known as 
brain trust.

12th Street, New York City# He later becaoe Editor of L’Unita del Pc^jolo, 
an Italian Caaamnist newspaper pubHshed at 13 Astor Place# Gregory 
iiMlicated to BRCSHI that it was possible to furnish him ivith anti-Camaunist 
literature, available to informant at the Italian Library of Information# 
BROtSN stated he was desiroi:^ of seeii^ this material and determining its 
contents* As the material was furnished to him he did not appear to be toe 
interested in it unless it directly affected the American Communists# 


A check of the files in the New York Office reflected in New York 
File 100-18129 that subject was known under many aliases, as set out abovow 
A surmnary of background information is set forth hereine-ffeer: 


liARINI, an Italian alien, was born on ISiy 22, 1894 in THLsinada, Italy* 
ne was a member of the Socialist Party in Italy prior to TJorld vfar I, and 
after the war, until 1924, at which time ho became a member of the CcHamuaist 
Party# He was active in Italy as a member of the Party and as a writer for 
radical newspapers# In 1925 he left Italy, going to Austria, where he edited 
a Communist newspaper, which was the official organ of the Communist Party in 
Italy* In 1927 he went to Russia for two years, working in a textile factory 
and studying in Moscow, In 1928 he was in France writing for Communist 
newspapers, and while there was appai^ntly told to go to the United States* 

He secured a Svdss passport apparently through Ccarammist sources, under the 
name of AMALIO PIZZI, by which he entered Canada, and then the United States* 
He took over an Italian newspaper, »*I1 Lavoratori*# He remained with this 
publication until the end of 1931# Since being in the United States he has 
been exceedingly active in the foreign language field of the Commanist l&rty 
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and has always written for the Italian Cojamunist newspapers* He has also 

had a noraber of articles published in ’’The Coiffiftunist^*^ and other Party-controlled 

magazines and newspapers* 

All of the above infonnation was testified to by M&RINI at a hearing 
before Inmigration authorities on October 1, 1942, at which time he was arrested 
for his failure to register as an alien in 1940* He was sentenced to six 
months in the Federal House of Detention on June 18, 1943> and paroled on 
Novoffiber 20, 1943* A deportation proceeding is still pending before the 
Isamigratiott authorities* 

In addition to the above-mentioned information, MARUSII was a member 
of the Communist Parigr in the United states from the time of his arrival 
in this country until, as he claims, 1939* Daring that period of time he 
attended all of the major conventions and plenums of the Party and was a 
member of its Central Coimnittee,* M&EINI claims to have dropped out of the 
Party in 1939, but there is every indication that he is still a member and 
at the present tins head of all Italian activity within the Party* Th^s 
position he obtained after a long drawn out struggle between GIUSSPPS^EHTI 
and AMHIOGIO'DONINI, who were sent ty the Comintern to the United States 
after the outbreak of the war, to assist in the setting up of a section 
of the Italian Communist Party and to help in Italian-Amsrican Communist 
activities* They ran into considerable difficulty with the American 
Communist Party, because the Party apparently did not like to see them take 
coa^lete control of Italian-Amsrican Communist activities, and the i^rty 
leaders supported M&RIKI in his activity against these Italians# MAEIItt 
finally took over as the head of L’Unita del Pppo?.©, and BESTI and DONIiJI 
have returned to Italy, where they nm hold high positions with the present 
Italian Government* IsaRIIIl presentty lives at 328 Tiest 37th Street, New York 
City, and his business address is that of L*tlnita del Popolo, 13 Aster Place, 

New York City* 

It is to be noted that MARINI was mentioned by several witnesses

There was information contained in the above file indicating that 
the T;ashington Held office had a file on ‘nULLIAM LVirOICICLEyj Internal 
Security - C”* A !!r* LHiLjaiEN, reporter for the 'Washington, D* C* "Daily 
Hews", said he had been informed that LILLIAM HIHCKLEI, 5CX)0 Moreland Lane, 
Eethesda, Marylatrl, was an Administrative Assistant in the OFFICE OF EDUCA¬ 
TION, and that he was reported to be a member of the ’Washington CocEnittee 
for Democratic Action, the AMERICAN YCUTH CONGRESS, and that he had been 
Chairman of that organization} farther that he had signed an open letter 
of the AMERICAN LEAGUE FOR PEACE AI® DE!®GRACY, and was a signer of a letter 
from the "New Masses" to the President} and that he had been on a committee 
for conceited peace efforts and was a contributor to "Champion", GCIflUNIST 
PARTY magazine* This information was oontained in a letter from the "Wash¬ 
ington Field Office to the Bureau, dated December 20, 1941* 


LEM HARRIS 


A photograph of LEM HARRIS was exhibited to T/HITTAKER GEttIBERS in 
June of 1945> but CEUiBERS was imable to identify the photograph* However, 
CHAJiBERS did recall the name LEM HARRIS as having been mentioned by HAROLD 
i/AEB, and ViARB told CHAMBERS that HAFRIS was a close friend of his* He 
was unable to recall any further details. CHAMBERS informed that TJARE was 
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the leader of a group of men composed of Government emplojrees in high-salaried 
positions who were COLBIUNIST PARTY members, but whose activities with the 
Party as such had ceased when they were transferred toj'the underground of the 
C0J3OTST PARTY. 


In a memorandum from Assistant Director LOUIS B. NICHOLS to the 
Director, dated October 52, 1941> reflecting the results of an interview 
had by Mr. NICHOLS with 12r. TfflX ALLEN, previously mentioned, there was 
infoimation to the effect that^AELEN told ICCCHOLS that at the time 
one LIEESON was appointed as a meaftser of the LABOR RELATIONS BOARD, there 
was an exodus of individuals from that organization. They wei* nrinarily 
to the SOCIAL SECURITY BOARD, RAILEOAD RETIjHEIiEIfT, FARM SECURITY^ and the 
DSPARTmT OF JUSTICE. Those going to the FARM SECURITY ADMUDCSTRATION, 
ALLEN suspected, secured their jobs through NATHAl? GREGORY SIL7SRMASTER, 
head of labor relations of the Farm Security, 

According to ALLEN, SILVBRMASTBR is from San Francisco, and it 
seems to be pretty well ag3?eed that he is a member of the COMflDNIST 
PARTI. As to whether he is a member of the OGPU, ALLEN indicated he did 
not know, ALLEN further stated that he had been advised that SILVERMASTSR 
had been arrested in Seattle as a COISUNIST demonstrator, and that his 
wife was quite active in Party affairs. Her maiden name was TIETTB, and at 
one time she was supposed to have been the common-law wife of one YroLKOFF, 
who T/as an OGPU agent. Both SILVERMASTER and his wife are well known to 
Professor CHARLES IfALAMDUTH of the University of California, YjQLKOIF, the 
alleged OGPU agent, was stidcken vd-th tuberculosis, and asked SlL¥SRr4ASTER 
to look ajMier his wife, udiich he did by subsequently marrying her. She is 
a member of various front organizations and is quite active in the 
COMLOTHIST branch of the China Aid Relief Organization, 

SILlTSPlIASTER was born in Odessa, Russia^ educated in Shanghaij 
speaks Chinese and Russian fluently; and, according to Piqfessor MLA1S3UTH, 
was active with EARL BROADER when he was assigned as an OGPU agent in China, 

In a letter from the T.'ashington Field Office to the Director, 
dated December 20, 1941, there was information contained to the effect 
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that the Viashington office had a file on SILVEKiiSTER bearing the character 
Internal Securityj Hatch Act* Again ththe was inforaation which had been 
supplied the \7ashington Fi^d Division by IVIDL ALLLiH, the reporter* It re¬ 
lated that SILVEEMASTiiR had been in 'Washington since 1936} that he attended 
college at the UHr/BESIIT OF WASHINGTON and was active in the campus ”Red*’ 
movement, being arrested in Seattle in a radical demonstration around 1918 
or 1921} and that SILVBRmSTER had a Ph* D* from the UNIVERSITY OF CALIFOR¬ 
NIA, where his thesis was entitled "Lenin’s Economic Thought Prior to the 
October Revolution"• Parts I and II of this thesis were completed in 
December of 1932# ALLEN said, "The name of the person most frequently con¬ 
sulted by SILVEKIASTSR in the preparation of this thesis was Dr* ROBERT 
BRADY, who is now head consultant of the OFFICE OF PRICE ADMEffSTRATION". 

In 1937 the "Left Book Club" of England published a book by ROBERT 
^RADY entitled "The Spirit and Structure of German Fascism", which is re¬ 
puted to follow the COMMUNIST PARTY line toward Fascism as of that date* 

ALLEN also stated that S3I.VE^!ASTER had a job in the GALIF0R5IIA 
RELIEF ADKENISTRATION under Dr. LOUI^LOCH in 1933 and 1934, at which 
time he was Acting Chief Statistician* He came to T/ashington in August, 
1935, to work in the RBSETTLEBISNT ADMINISTRATION, and later was with the 
V/ORKS PROGRESS ADMENISTEATCON about one and one-half months, when he went 
back to the FAiai SECURITY ADMINISTRATION as head of the Labor Relations 
Eoaaxi, It was reported that LOUIS BLOCH helped him get this job* 

BLOCH at that time was Chief Statistician of the SOCIAL SECURITr 
BOARD and is now on the MRITB3E COmsSION. According to ALLEN, BLOCH is 
by reputation a COISUNIST* In his application for his paresent position, 
(apparently with the FARJJ SECURITY ADMINISTRATION) SILVERMASTER gave both 
BEADY and BLOCH as references* AII^ intimated that he had a woman in¬ 
formant who knew that SILVERSJASTBR was regarded as a high authority of the 
C012AUNIST PARTY in San Francisco*' His division was repoitedly ’’loaded" 
with COMIUNISTS, such as ISADORB-'SSLKIHD and JACIPiSfijFMAN, The.^EIND 
family is composed of three brothers - ISADORE, MCCEMi and MELTON, lOl 
COJILIUNISTS* MELTON works in the V.'ar Department* / 

AELEN continued by stating that SILVERISISTER was a naturalized 
citizen of this countiy, but he did not know idien or where such natural¬ 
ization took place*

There was contained in the previously mentioned file a copy of 
original notes made by Assistant Secretary of State ADOLPH BBRLE at the 
time ?Jip:OTAKER CHAMBERS secured an interview with him and informed him 
of his knowledge of certain OOMMUST elements.

SOL ADLER 


Regarding this individual there was information contained in the 
previously mentioned file which was also part of the original notes made 
by Assistant Secretary of State ADOLPH BSHLE at the time of the TifHITTAKER 
CHAMBSHS* interview. These notes were quoted as follows, verbatim: 
“Schlomer Adler (Sol Adler ?), Counsel's Office, sends weeld.y reports to 
C.P. (General Counsel’s Office), Frank Coe - now teacher at McGill”* 

From a review of the copy of the original notes of Mr* BEIliE it appears 
that ADLER is or was employed in the United States Treasury Department. 

In a letter from the New York Office to the Bureau dated June 
26, 1945 , are reflected the results of an interview had by this office 
with TiHITTAKEB CHAMBERS. The latter es^lained that ADLER was definitely 
a COMMUNIST and was employed in 1939 in the Treasury Department* CHAMBERS 
stated he knew ADLER was in close contact with one PETER and made reports 
of a financial nature to PETER. CHAMBERS suspected the COiSOTIST PARTY 
was playing the stock market and they utilized ADLER’s financial informa¬ 
tion in this matter. The identity of the individual known as PETER in 
this communication was not disclosed, although according to CHAMBERS, 

PETER was very well acquainted with Party activities, and was closely 
connected with members of the underground and CGPU.
